I'm now 82 and having terrible sinus and 
breathing problems and told | have asthma and COPD. | hope I'm around quite a few years so | can hear all 
48 states. 


And, in case you missed these, there is a 1900 mile two-hop skip report from Tim Land in Kingsport, TN on the 
WTFDA Forums here. The station is KFXX 99.5 in Klamath Falls, OR. Nice catch, Tim! 


And then there was the multi-hop Es from the Azores into New England on the morning of June 24" from 
around 9Yam-10:30am EDT. After being alerted by Bryce Foster on the email list, myself and Steve Solomon, 
Chris Lucas, Bill Hepburn in Ontario and FinnDX listening remotely from New Hampshire all logged RTP 
Antenna 3, Pico de Barossa, Azores with talk and music //their webstream. Chris Lucas had really great audio 
on Antenna 3, In my case the distance was 2480 miles. Chris broke 2500mi easily. Chris’ audio is at the 
WTEDA Forums. Bryce also logged another six stations from the Azores on that morning which are listed on 
the WTFDA website at wtfda.org. 


Bill Mitchell in Columbus Ohio talks about the Zapperbox: “I wanted to alert you to a new item, the 
Zapperbox M1 ATSC 3 set top box. | have been trying to receive a low power rf ch. 26 at my home (CM 4 bay 
antenna) in Columbus OH but neither the Zenith nor the Samsung TV tuner could decode it . The Zapper 
caught it on the first channel scan and decodes it down to around a SNR of 15. At 17 dB there is no pixelation 
at all. It is very easy to operate and update. Picture quality on both ATSC 1 and ATSC 3 is excelllent. The only 
drawback is its price although they are currently taking off x% of the price. | have used it for over a month 
without any glitches. Highly recommended especially for its sensitivity and selectivity. The latter is 
demonstrated by it not being fazed by full power rf ch. 27, its transmitter being two miles from here.”

THE SINGLE FACTOR attracting most FM DXing enthusiasts to the hobby is the relatively limited coverage (distance) 
provided by a typical station. There are three factors involved in long distance reception - (1) The power of the station, 
(2) the height of the station's transmitting antenna, and perhaps the most important of all - (3) the care and precision 
the Dxing enthusiast puts into the search for distant stations. 


The original FM (Frequency Modulation) originated in the mid 30s and wasconsidered an experimental service with 
temporary permission to 'test' inthe region between 40 and 50 MHz. Coincidentally, in the same period oftechnology 
development, the first all-electronic (as opposed to mechanical) television was in a similar developmental phase. There 
were conflictsbetween the two new creations until the end of World War Two as both weredesirous of permanently 
using the same general frequency band - 40 megacycles (today megahertz) upward to approximately 100. As late as 
1942, any frequency above 80 was considered unreliable and difficult to use because the technology required was not 
yet developed. 


FM had two births; the first which allowed several hundred stations to belicensed in the 42-50 MHz band prior to WW2 
and the second when in 1946FM was permanently reassigned to the 100 MHz region. The last of the (fullylicensed) 42- 
50 MHz stations signed off in 1948 but the restart in the 100 MHz region was significantly hampered by a nation focusing 
on the newlyavailable TV service and a FCC that relaxed rules for new AM (540-1600 kHz) stations - prior to the late 40s 
the rules pretty much stymied new AM station development. 


FM's natural qualities caused it as a modulation format to be adopted for the transmission of TV sound - a 1940 decision 
and we can all be grateful happened as British experience with AM sound for TV would later prove to be a disaster. But 
FM's real growth would not happen until well into the 1960s and 1970s and then largely because American car makers 
began to include FM (later FM stereo) receivers in vehicles. 


This writer recalls with fondness experiencing FM 'DX' reception as a 12 year old in 1950; a simple crossed dipole 
chimney mounted antenna on the 'wrong side' of a hill in Ithaca (New York) produced frequent reception on what were 
in those days essentially 'clear channels' from stations 300 to 400 miles away. 


The developer of FM, Major Armstrong, was perhaps the original FM DXer. When his experimental station operating 
from just outside New York City was operating (42.5 MHz) he sent a crew with suitable FM receivers and antennas to 
Alabama, and then lowa, to record his own station's reception at distances approaching 900 miles. It was his ‘discovery’ 
of meteorite ionization (MS in our hobby today) that attracted significant interest (not all of it positive; many found his 
reports 'unbelievable') and he only convinced doubters after producing chart recordings of signal strength received 
backed up by actual (vinyl) transcriptions of the received audio. He might have been a bit incorrect when he summarized 
"Over a yearsolid reception at [xxx] miles appears to be possible up to ten percent of the time." But note this was when 
the station was in the 40-50 MHz region - and he later admitted "ten percent of the time" would be the accumulation of 
ten seconds here, a minute there and so on 24 hours a day. 


Modern FM Dxing is a technical challenge Major Armstrong could but fantasize, as is, for us, his results in the 30s and 
40s. But we are proud inheritors of his passion for ‘distance in FM' and each of us possesses at least a small amount of 
‘Armstrong tenacity’ in our hunt for distant reception.

Not much in the way of E-skip coming through... MUFs did not peak above 50 MHz until June 10 at my location. 
However, | did have tropo openings on May 17, June 5 and 8. | set a personal best for VHF High band DTV in the 
May 17 opening with the log of WLJC 7 (65) Beattyville, KY. At 370 miles (595 km), that shattered my personal best 
DTV log on VHF High band by 85 miles (the previous record holders were two Topeka stations, KTWU 11 and WIBW 
13). WKYT 21 (27) peaked at semi-local strength. The opening of June 5 confirmed that KHQA 7 (7) and WGEM 10 
(10) have not yet made the move to UHF. KHQA holds a CP for 22, while WGEM holds a CP for 19. The June 8 
opening allowed me to log a new low-power DTV in WEAE-LD 21 (21). The “info” after the city of license refers to 
infomercials, which WEAE-LD ran on three of their four streams. | also noted that WRSP is now sharing RF 15 with 
sister station WICS; WCCU is doing the same on RF 32 with WICD. RF Channels 16 in Springfield and 36 in Urbana 
are now used for ATSC 3.0 service. As of June 10, 219 DTV stations are now in the logbook. 73 and good DX from 
the Florissant Valley Dial Twister.
